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Council receives psig 
on Annexation Guidelines 


A short discussion on Ane 
nexation Guidelines by the 
Edmonton Regional Planning 
Commission took place at 
the January 7 meeting of 
Town Council. A memo from 
Chief Administrator Byron 
noted that E.R. P,C, outline 
plan guidelines were being 
prepared in final form and 
that annexation guidelines 
were still under review, Mr, 
Byron told council that some 
reports from municipalities 
(as were requested by ERPC) 
were still to come, and that 
the commission was anxious 
to finalize the guidelines, 

A report on comments re- 
ceived from municipalities 
on annexation guidelines, 
showed that Counties Lac 
Ste Anne, Leduc and Strath- 
cona and Village of Ent- 
wistle and the Towns of 
Drayton Valley and St, Al- 
bert approved the recomm- 


endations, 

The MD of Sturgeon Coune 
cil suggested an addition to 
the Guidelines which should 
read; ‘‘Annexation proceed- 
ings be initiated by munici- 
pal authorities and not dev- 
elopers, And the proceeding 
costs, if any, be borne by 
the municipal authority mak- 
ing the application, 

New Sarepta Council exe 
pressed concern that the 
guidelines may exclude an 
individual or small develop- 
er from making an applica- 
tion for annexation, and thus 
stagnate growth in a small 
community, 

Remainder of the report 
on comments was givenover 
in the main to Edmonton 
comments and ERPC staff 
replies, with comments from 
Stony Plain and Fort Sask- 
atchewan also,

Q The expression, mov- 
ing expenses, probably 
means many things to diff- 
erent people. Can you be 
specific regarding the types 
of moving expenses which 
can be deducted from in- 
come for income tax pur- 
poses? 

A, Yes, moving expenses 
would generally include the 
cost of travelling from a for= 
mer to a new residence, in- 
cluding meals and lodging 
while en route, transpor- 
tation and storage costs for 
household effects, and the 
cost of up to 15 days tem- 
porary board and lodging 
near the former or new re=- 
sidence, 

Q. What about the cost of 
cancelling a lease, advertis- 
ing and legal costs, or real 
estate commissions, Are 
costs of this nature regarded 
as moving expenses? 

A, Yes, Each of the items 
you mentioned is included in 
moving expenses, We should 
probably mention that ex- 
penses for any work done to 
improve the property before 
sale, or mortgage penalty 
when the mortgage is paid 
off before maturity, or any 
loss incurred on a sale are 
not included in moving ex- 
penses, 

Q, I have received a sch- 
olarship from a university 
which requires me to move 
to another city, I under- 
stand that the amount of the 
scholarship over $500 must 
be reported as income, Can 
I deduct my moving expenses 
to the university? 

A. Yes, The amount ofthe 
scholarship over $500 must 
be declared as income and 
you may deduct moving ex- 
penses to the extent of such 
income declared in your re- 
turn, Moving expenses 
include travel costs, meals 
and lodging while en route, 
transportation and storage 
costs of your household eff- 
ects, temporary quarters, 
etc., for yourself and your 
family, Enquire at your Dis- 
trict Taxation office for a 
brochure on ‘Moving Ex- 
penses,"’ 

Q I am a full-time unie 
versity student and have ob- 
tained temporary employ- 
ment some 200 miles away, 
I am required to pay my own 
travel expenses to get tothis 
temporary job, Can I deduct 
this expense from the income 


I earn during the summer? 

A. Yes, If you have been 
in full-time attendance at a 
university or other post- 
secondary education institu- 
tion in Canada, and you move 
to take a job, including sum- 
mer employment, you may 
claim moving expense ded- 
uctions, This applies only to 
moving expenses to get to the 
employment and not to those 
for your return to the uni- 
versity, 

Q: Iam a resident in Can- 
ada and receive a retirement 
pension from the United Sta- 
tes company I worked for, 
and also U.S, Social Security, 
If this is subject to the Can- 
adian income tax, is the tax 
calculated before deductions 
were taken off in the United 
States or on the amount that 
I receive here? 

A, First of all, the gross 
amount of the pension from 
the United States company 
and also your U.S, Social 
Security are income for taxe 
ation purposes in Canada, 
When calculating the amount 
of your income you should 
convert both these amounts 
into the Canadian dollar 
equivalent, If you pay income 
tax in the United States you 
will be entitled to a foreign 
tax credit on your Canadian 
income tax return, 

Q. My husband received 
Strike pay from his union 
office in the United States 
although we live in Canada 
and the strike was here, Does 
he have to report this strike 
pay? 

A, If your husband per- 
forms no services (other 
than picketing) in order to 
draw strike pay, he need not 
report it. However, if he is 
required to perform speci- 
fic services (such as acting 
as a special chauffeur) in 
order to draw strike pay, 
it is considered to be a pay= 
ment for services, and 
therefore, taxable income to 
him, 

Q Since filing my income 
tax return, Ihave been trans- 
ferred to another province, 
I am expecting a refund, 
What do I do about notifying 
the income tax department 
about my change of address? 
Do I write to the Taxation 
Data Centre or do I write 
to my old or my present 
District Taxation Office? 

A. You should write to 
your former District Taxae 
tion Office, giving your full 
name, new address and any 
other identification, such as 
your account number, Social 
Insurance Number and your 
previous address, and ad- 


vise that you are expecting 


a refund,

finition of a ‘Region’ as a 
“Collection of communities 
whose decisions and actions 
affect each other, and who 
share a common interest in 
area wide problems and de- 
cisions, ’¢ 

The philosophy and atti- 
tude of this Edmonton motion 
was seen by ERPC people as 
a “threat to regional plann- 
ing,’’ 

Another criterion of the 
ERPC guidelines was that 
proposed annexation must 
consider long term growth 
and development objectives 
for the region, and the resi- 
dential component is located 
conveniently to centres of 
employment to reduce long 
commuting, 

City of Edmonton wanted 
this amended so that an an- 
nexation application would 
demonstrate that sufficient 
sources of employment exis- 
ted to meet the requirements 
of the proposed population, 
ERPC refuted this amend-e 
ment and Coun, Bakker com- 
mented on it also, saying 
that he doesn’t want ‘‘central 
control of workers, ’’ 

Mayor Gibbon moved that 
the council support the re- 
plies of other municipalities 
which were against the pro- 
posed new boundaries -say- 
ing these boundaries are out- 
side the considerations of 
the guidelines report, 

There will without doubt 
be considerably more dis- 
cussion on both Annexation 
Guidelines and Outline Plan 
Guidelines before these and 
other related issues are re- 
solved, 

Town ofSt, Albert Council, 
M.D, Sturgeon Council and 
MLA Ernie Jamison are all 
on record as favoring Re- 
gional Boards for the major 
planning areas of water, 
sewer and transportation, 

The MLA and some mem- 
bers of Sturgeon Council are 
also on record as favoring 
the equalization of industrial 
tax, This principle is a major 
consideration for municipal- 
ities and planners, both with 
regard to the assessment

value or proposed annexa- 
tions by a municipality, and 
with critical decisions need- 
ed in the whole question of 
proper land use, 

Regional Boards and Land 
Use are subjects requiring 
continuing research, plus a 
degree of statemanship by 
all the elected people involv- 
ed in planning, who will have 
to act with wisdom and inte- 
grity in all their inter-rela- 
tions with each other, There 
is a wealth of experience, 
research studies, pilot pro- 
jects etcetera available for 
assistance with urban plane

The U,S, wants to buy a 
mountain of Canadian chedd- 
ar cheese in the next three 
months, says Hyman Solo= 
mon in The Financial Post, 
It also wants to buy several 
other mountains of cheddar 
from Australia, New Zea- 
land and just about any coune 
try with some to spare, The 
U.S,, in fact, is so hungry 
for cheddar that President 
Richard Nixon last week had 
to proclaim atemporary ten- 
fold increase in the normal 
annual import-quota level, 
Reacting to what was clearly 
an ‘femergency’’ situation, 
Nixon decreed that the U.S, 
would welcome 100 million 
pounds of cheddar between 
now and the end of March, 
Normally, the entire annual 
import quota for cheddar 
is only 10 million pounds, 

If the administration does 
indeed lift the quota system 
or loosen it significantly, it 
could mean important new 
markets for Canada, parti-+

Canada’s constitution recognized the principle that the 
federal government should have a counter balance and 
established a distribution of powers between the federal

These jurisdictions, guaranteed by the Constitution, are 
presently being questioned, and if mutual agreement 
cannot be reached between the Federal and Provincial 
governments, the issue could come before the Supreme 
Court of Canada on constitutional grounds, 


The prime minister’s appointment of Mr, Laskin to the 
position of Chief Justice of the Supreme Courtin the midst 
of these discussions could be a matter of considerable 
importance, The man has pursued his career in the 
university, has no practicing experience and is a known 
centralist, The appointment has raised a substantial 
amount of controversy across Canada,

New evidence has esta- 
blished that regular exer- 
cise can reduce high blood 
pressure, sometimes dram- 
atically, 

Testing and retesting of a 
representative group of men 
and women at the Fitness 
Institute uncovered direct 
links between physical act- 
ivity and blood pressure, a 
primary modern medical 
problem related closely to 
heart disease and other ser= 
ious health hazards, 

Writing in the January 
issue of Sports and Fitness 
Instructor, a monthly news- 
paper published by the In- 
stitute, Lloyd Percival said 
the test results showed that 
‘tin the vast majority of 
cases regular exercise, in- 
cluding activity to relax 
muscle tension, decreases 
elevated blood pressure,”’ 

It can also reduce blood 
pressure considered to be 
normal to even lower levels, 
he said, 

Percival, director of the 
Institute and a noted fitness 
and coaching authority, 
wrote: 

“Study of the professional
